Only great men 
can afford to be firm and immovable in 
opinions upon a subject of high practical 
moment, and they only after having ob- 
tained thorough information in regard to 
it and examined it in all its bearings and 
tendencies. 

It is stated that Senator Sumner, in his 
elaborate and unreported speech of last 
Tuesday, named a hundred millions of dol- 
lars as the eum which our Government 
should demand from Great Britain on ac- 
count of the Alabama claims, and that sev- 
eral prominent Senators indicated a strong 
approval of his views. It may be that 
Grest Britain ought to pay us a hundred 
millions, but it will be that ahe won't. This 
we may as well take for granted and make 
our calculations sccordingly. A new plan of 
settlement may, as the dispatches suggest, 
be insisted on by our Government, but no 
matter what the plan or plans may be, we 
shall not get the hundred millions, We 
may talk about the money, but we shall 
not see its glitter or hear its gingle. Nor 
shall we get the British North American 
possessions, as proposed by the New York 
Herald and others. If we made no demand 
for those possessions, Great Britain could 
perhaps give them to us without feeling 
the loss, but she knows that if she should 
surrender them to us on what might be 
considered compulsion, she would lose 


whatever prestige she has in Europe and 


come to be regarded as a second-rate power 


every where. 


If the views of the President and his 


Cabinet are what they are represented to 
be, there will be no settlement of the Ala- 
bama claims, however anxious Great 
Britain may be for a settlement of them. 
Nor wifi there be war in consequence of 
non-settlement. President Grant, in whose 
catechism war is perhaps set down as “the 
chief endof man,” may think that the ex- 
citement of a grand conflict with a great 
foreign power would be a nice thing to 
create a diversion in favor of his adminis- 
tration at this very critical period in its 
life, but Congress, in whose hands are the 
destinies of war and peace, knows, that, 
with a treasury bankrupt ten times over 
and a mighty South stung and exasperated 
and oppressed by what seems to be an un- 
dying federal tyranny, we are in an 
incomparably worse condition for war than 
Great Britain, and that we should break 
hopelessly down before the close of the 


first year of hostilities. We must probably 


be content to let the Alabama claims re. 
main in sbeyance, and, although Great 
Britain may be exceedingly desirous of their 
adjustment upon such terms as she may 
think she can afford to agree to, she cannot 
well undertake to compel an adjustment, 
for she presents no claims in the case. Be- 
fore the close of many years, there will no 
doubt come a time when, by reason of 
Great Britain’s being involved in war with 
some other nation, we shall be able, with 
great commercial profit to ourselves, if our 
national existence shall continue, to avenge 
the wrong which she has done to us. Un- 
questionably if we do this openly and upon 
an extensive scale and avow it as a policy, 
Great Britain, when she shall have got rid of 
her other customer, will, unless too severely 
crippled, turn her attention and her guns 
toward us, but we may be less unprepared 
for the struggle than we now are, though 
it is highly probable that we shall not be. 


The Montana Appointment. 

The appointment of Ashley, the con- 
victed and exposed miscreant, to the Gov- 
ernorship ot Montana, seems more strange 
as additional facts are brought to light in 
regard toit. People may not be at all sur- 
prised that President Grant was anxious 
to show some special mark of favor to the 
bitterest of the impeachers of President 
Johnson, but certainly those who know 
him best must be very much astonished at 
his appointment of Ashley when they 
learn, that, only three years ago, that same 
Ashley was engaged in concocting and press- 
ing a scheme for the impeachment of Grant 
himeclf, and made every effort, though in 
vain, to induce all the rest of the Republi- 
can members of Congress to adopt his pro- 
gramme. No one has ever supposed Grant 
to have an over-readiness to pardon his foes 
political or personal, but he probably has 
for his course toward Ashley, reasons 
which the public do not know and which 
we cannot hope to conjecture. We are not

II. 
The Mechanics of Walking. 

A late number of the Scientific American 
has a very interesting article on this subject. 
The writer thus describes the mechanical 
action of walking: “In walking, the heel 
is first placed on the ground; the weight is 
next thrown on the ball of the foot, and the 
body is raised so as to permit the free limb 
to swing by the one upon which the body 
rests. As soon as the free limb has pass- 
ed the center of gravity, the body is al- 
lowed to descend until the heal on that 
side recetves the weight, when the body 
is raised. This alternate rising 
and falling of the body causes the center of 
gravity to pass through an undulating curve. 
We have performed a series of experimen ts 
to determine the amount of this 
undulation, and find it to average about three 
inches in adults of different hight, and vary - 
ing length of the lower limbs. Now, allow- 
ing the rate of speed attamed in walking to 
average three miles per hour, and the length 
of step to average three feet, we find that the

Jaunaschek Pertorming in Baglich.

M. Janin says 
that Liszt should have given an- 
other concert the next night, when 
theusands would have attended la the hopes 
of getting supper. The story reminds us of 
an unpublished incident of the first visit of 
Thackeray to the United States.
